To  the  Ghamnan  and  Members  of  the  Frimley  Urban 

District  Council, 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  mj  Report  on  the  health  of  your  district 
during  1913. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  7,674  acres.  The  total  population, 
estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year,  is  14,050,  which  includes  the 
troops  at  Blackdown  and  Deepcut  Barracks. 

The  altitude  above  sea  level  varies  from  200  feet  at  Yorktown 
to  406  feet  at  the  end  of  the  district  near  The  Jolly  Farmer.” 

The  soil  consists  of  sandy  gravel  overlying  the  Bagshot  sands. 

The  district  is  partly  Urban,  partly  Rural,  and  is  a purely 
residential  one — no  special  industry  being  carried  on. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Births. 

The  number  of  Births  during  the  year  was  266  (146  males  and 
120  females),  which  represents  an  annual  Birth  Rate  of  18*9  per 
1,000  of  the  population. 

Deaths. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  in  and  belontjing  to  the  district 
was  107,  representing  an  annual  Death  Rate  of  7*6  per  1,000  of 
the  population,  as  compared  with  8T  last  year,  when  the  number 
of  Deaths  was  1 1 4. 
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Pulmonary  Consumption  caused  six  Deaths,  which  is  at  the 
rate  of  *4  per  1 ,000. 

Cancer  contributed  14  deaths — 1 per  1,000. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  was  20, 
whicli  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  births  gives  a ratio  of  81*6. 


Zymotic  Death  Rate. 

Two  deaths  from  Measles,  one  from  Whooping  Cough,  and 
one  from  Diphtheria,  which  gives  a Zymotic  Death  Rate  of  *2  per 
1,000. 

Zymotic  Diseases. 


1.  Small  Pox. — Nil. 

2.  Diphtheria. — Seven  cases  were  notified,  four  military  and 
three  civilian.  The  military  cases  were  removed  by  the  Military 
Authorities  to  their  own  hospital,  and  one  civilian  case  was  moved 
to  the  Farnham  Isolation  Hospital.

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Infectious  Disease  Enquiries. 

Infectious  Disease  cases  are  visited  as  early  as  possible  after 
notification.  In  all  cases  particulars  of  the  sickness  and,  if 
possible,  its  source  are  obtained  from  the  parent  or  guardian  of 
the  patient,  and  means  taken  to  secure  proper  isolation.  A card 
of  advice  and  also  abstracts  from  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875, 
relative  to  Infectious  Disease  are  left  at  each  house. 

If  the  patient  is  a child  who  attends  school,  or  other  children 
in  the  house  attend  school,  the  school  authorities  are  notified  of 
the  presence  of  Infectious  Disease  in  the  house.  If  the  patient  is 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  he  or  she  is  excluded  from 
school  until  further  notice,  and  the  exclusion  of  the  other 
children  is  requested  for  fourteen  days  after  the  patient’s  removal. 
When  the  patient  is  nursed  at  home  the  children  are  kept  from 
school  until  a fortnight  after  the  illness  has  ceased  and  the 
premises  disinfected.  If  the  patient  is  a worker  the  employer  is 
notified  of  the  fact,  and  the  same  preventative  measures  are 
adopted  in  connection  with  the  school  children,  school  cards  being 
forwarded  to  the  school  authorities  stating  when  the  children  may 
recommence  their  attendance. 

Disinfection. 

The  disinfection  of  houses,  bedding,  &c.,  where  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  have  occurred  has  been  carried  out,  as  usual, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  walls  and 
ceilings  of  the  infected  rooms  have  been  sprayed  with  a solution  of 
Formalin  or  Oyllin,  and  in  most  cases  afterwards  fumigated  witb 
Formalin  Gas. 

Wherever  necessary  notice  has  been  given  to  the  owners  of 
the  infected  premises  to  strip  and  cleanse  the  walls,  whiten  the 
ceilings,  and  wash  the  floor  and  other  woodwork  with  a suitable 
disinfectant. 

During  the  year  30  premises,  comprising: — 11  Scarlet  Fever, 
3 Diphtheria,  9 Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  4 Cancer  and  1 Chicken 
Pox  cases  have  been  disinfected. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  at  Mytchett  has  been  twice  disinfected 
during  the  year. 

All  necessary  disinfectants  are  supplied  by  the  Council  free  of 
charge. 

New  Buildings. 

Fifty-six  plans  have  been  submitted  to  the  Sanitary  Committee 
for  their  consideration.  This  number  includes  new  buildings, 
alterations  and  additions  to  existing  buildings,  drainage  plans,  &c. 
Four  of  these  are  plans  showing  eleven  houses  for  the  working 
classes,  including  one  model  cottage  to  be  built  on  the  Isolation 
Hospital  Grounds  at  Mytchett. 
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Water  Supply^ 

The  Water  Supply  in  the  district  is  obtained  from  the  Primley 
and  Parnborough  Water  Company.  It  is  derived  chiefly  from 
deep  wells  at  Itchell,  near  Crondall,  and  at  Grey  well,  near  Odiham. 
A small  proportion  is  derived  from  springs  in  the  deep  railway 
cuttings  at  Primley  Green.  The  degree  of  hardness  averages  18 
degrees,  but  this  is  reduced  after  a process  of  softening  to  an 
average  of  9 degrees. 

Twelve  samples  of  water  from  wells  supplying  29  cottages 
have  been  collected  and  submitted  to  a chemical  anal3^sis — of  these 
two  were  found  to  be  unwholesome,  and  on  representation  of  their 
condition  being  made  to  the  owners  thev  were  closed  and  eight 
cottages  connected  with  public  mains. 

Three  samples  of  well  water  and  two  samples  from  the 
Company’s  mains  have  been  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Clinical 
Research  Association  for  analj^sis.  Two  of  the  samples  from  wells 
were  unfavourably  reported  upon,  and  as  a result  one  well  supply- 
ing a Parni  and  Dairy  has  been  closed  and  a supply  obtained 
from  the  public  mains.  In  the  other  case  action  is  now  being 
taken  to  compel  the  owner  to  provide  a wholesome  supply.  The 
reports  on  the  Public  Supply  were  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  45  premises  have  been  connected  to  the 
Company’s  mains.

I am  indebted  for  the  above  statement  to  the  Manager  of  the 
Frimley  and  rarnborough  Water  Company. 
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Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order. 

The  Regulations  under  the  above  Order  came  into  force  in 
August,  1903.  At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  32 
names  on  the  register ; since  then  three  names  have  been  added — 
making  a total  of  35  who  occupy  premises  registered  under  this 
Order. 

Of  this  number  10  are  cowkeepers  and  milksellers ; six  are 
cowkeepers  who  sell  their  milk  wholesale;  four  do  not  sell  their 
milk;  seven  are  dairymen  residing  within  the  district ; and  eight 
are  dairvmen  who  retail  milk  within  the  district  but  reside  outside. 

The  premises  have  been  kept  under  constant  supervision  and 
were  usually  found  in  good  order.  A sample  of  the  well  water 
supplying  one  farm  and  dairy  was  collected  and  submitted  to  the 
Clinical  Research  Association  for  analysis.  The  report  was  very 
unfavourable,  and  the  well  has  been  closed  and  the  premises 
connected  with  the  Public  Supply.  Two  old  cowsheds  at  the  same 
premises  are  now  being  altered  to  comply  with  the  Regulations. 

The  cows  have  been  inspected  by  the  Council’s  Veterinary 
Surgeon  twice  during  the  year,  who  has  notified  two  animals  as 
suffering  from  acute  tuberculosis  and  one  sample  of  milk  as  con- 
taining tubercle  bacilli — in  each  case  the  animal  was  destroyed. 

The  number  of  cows  in  the  district  is  188. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  six  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  district.  Two  are 
registered  slaughter  houses  and  four  are  licensed.  The  Inspector 
paid  61  visits  to  these  premises,  the  requirements  of  the  Bye-laws 
being  well  maintained. 

On  no  occassion  has  there  been  reason  to  suspect  the  quality 
of  the  meat. 


Food  Inspection. 

Frequent  visits  have  been  paid  during  the  year  to  the  shops 
and  premises  where  articles  of  meat,  food,  etc.,  are  exposed  or  are 
prepared  for  sale. 

The  attention  of  the  Inspector  was  called  by  a fish  salesman 
to  the  condition  of  a case  of  mackerel.  They  were  found  on 
examination  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  were 
surrendered  and  destroyed. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  pork  consumed  in  the  district  is 
brought  in  dead,  and  constant  supervision  is  kept  on  the  imported 
carcases.  The  quality  is  good  and  no  seizure  has  been  made.

Workshops  and  Bakehouses. 

There  are  109  workshops  in  the  district,  inclnding-  12  bake- 
houses. The  premises  have  been  inspected  more  or  less  frequently 
during  the  year,  careful  supervision  having  been  given  to  bake- 
houses, tailors’  shops  and  laundries.  They  were  usual Ij^  found  in 
good  order,  but, when  necessary  notices  have  been  served  upon  the 
occupiers  for  cleansing  and  limewashing. 

Two  notices  were  received  from  the  Inspector  of  Factories 
and  Workshops  re  the  cleansing  of  two  workshops.  The  work 
was  carried  out  as  soon  as  possible  and  the  Inspector  notified  of 
the  same. 

There  are  no  underground  bakehouses  in  the  district.

Tent  and  Van  Dwellers. 

There  are  three  encampments  of  tent  and  van  dwellers  in  the 
South  Ward,  only  one  being  of  any  size. 

Each  camp  has  a suitable  water  supply  and  two  have  suitable 
sanitary  accommodation.  In  the  large  camp  the  sanitary 
accommodation  is  not  so  satisfactory ; the  conditions,  however, 
arise  from  the  untidy  and  careless  disposition  of  the  occupiers  of 
the  land  and  require  frequent  inspection. 

At  certain  times  during  the  year  the  condition  of  the  ground 
has  been  very  unsatisfactory  and  has  given  a great  amount  of 
trouble. 

At  one  of  the  smaller  camps  a small  shed,  which  was  occupied 
as  a sleeping  room,  has  been  condemned  and  since  closed. 


Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907. 

During  the  year  application  was  made  to  the  Local  Government 
Board  and  an  order  obtained  declaring  Section  67  (Provision  of 
Nurses)  of  the  Act  to  be  in  force  in  the  district  on  and  after  the 
15th  October,  1913. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

During  the  year  extensions  of  the  Public  Sewers  have  been 
carried  out  as  follows  : — 

Knightsbridge  Road — Extension  of  Deepcut  Road  Sewer 
to  ‘‘  Ferndale,”  Springfield  Road — Woodend  Road. 

The  latter  has  been  constructed  by  the  owner  of  the  property 
in  Woodend  Road  and  has  made  a much  needed  improvement. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Yorktown  have  worked 
satisfactorily  during  the  year  ; only  one  complaint  having  been 
received.  The  effluent  throughout  the  year  has  been  good. 


Sewer  Connections. 

The  extensions  of  the  Public  Sewer  in  the  South  Ward  up  the 
Lake  Road  and  Deepcut  Road  has  resulted  in  a decided  improve- 
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ment  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  premises  in  the  two  roads  : — 
27  cesspools  being  abolished  and  connections  made  into  the  sewer. 

Tn  both  Wards  the  total  number  of  cesspools  abolished  during 
the  year  is  39.  This  is  all  the  more  gratifying,  because  the  work 
has,  in  most  cases,  been  carried  out  voluntarily. 


Scavenging  of  House  Refuse. 

The  removal  of  house  refuse,  for  which  a weekly  call  is  made 
at  each  house,  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  in  the  North  Ward 
and  by  contract  in  the  South  Ward. 

The  work  in  the  North  Ward  has  been  carried  out  in  a 
satisfactory  manner — complaints  being  few.  In  the  early  part  of 
the  year  the  tip  was  sold,  and  this  arrangement  at  first  proved 
unsatisfactory,  the  surface  of  the  tip  being  left  very  rough  and 
untidy  ; this  was  subsequently  improved. 

The  contract  in  the  South  Ward  changed  hands  during  the 
year  and  for  a little  time  complaints  were  more  frequent.  This 
has  now  been  remedied.  In  both  Wards  the  great  difficulty  is  the 
lack  of  sufficient  and  suitable  tips. 


Council  Schools. 

Periodical  visits  have  been  made.  The  health  of  the  children 
throughout  the  year  has  been  good — on  no  occasion  has  it  been 
necessary  to  close  either  of  the  Schools  on  account  of  infectious 
disease. 


Isolation  Hospital. 

Twelve  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  admitted  during  the  year, 
all  of  which  were  discharged  cured.
